Paris, March 8.- U k e a holt from a 
clear sky the Rouvier ministry was do- I 
te a te d in tile ch am b er of deputies dur­ 
ing the evening and immediately r e ­ 
signed. 
T he cabinet crisis comes at 
a most dram atic 
moment, w hen the 
Franco-German contest has renohod a 
decisive stage, and m ay exert an Im­ 
portant adverse influence on the A1 
geciras conference and on E uropean 
affairs. 
The defeat of the government came 
on a comparatively minor debale over 
the 
church disorders. 
The 
govern­ 
ment succeeded in holding only 234 
votes while the various elem ents in 
opposition—Clericals, 
Socialists 
and 
Nationalists— united 
and polled 
2L7 
votes, placing 
Hie ministry 
in a mi­ 
nority of thirty-three. 
Premier Rouvier, with all of ids col­ 
leagues, at once proceeded to tin* for­ 
eign office, 
where a joint 
letter of 
resignation was prepared. 
Later M. 
Rouvier presented this letter to Rn S i ­ 
don! Fallieres, who accepted the resig­ 
nations. 
Tho president announced his 
Intention of consulting the presidents 
of the senate an i cham ber of deputies 
at once relative to the formation of a 
new cabinet. 
The debate in the ch am b er of d< nu- I 
tics was upon tin' bloody riot 'Pm -day , 
during the taking of an inventory of 
i 
a church in the vill.o-e of Roo-;oho e, 
resulting in tile death of a man IL it- i 
ant. 
Varina - ( ators severely criticised 
tile 
government's 
co a r -o, 
assertin g ' 
that it t lire:'ten**d to precipitate a re- I 
lignins wart. re. 
Prem ier Rouvier responded: 


Duty to Apply the Law. 


“ Tile government has the d ltv to 
apply tho law. 
It will apply it w ith­ 
out weakness, but also with the pru­ 
dence, tact 
and wisdom 
consistent 
with pill lie 
tranquility. 
I ask 
tho 
adoption 
rtf a resolution 
approving 
these declarations of tho governm ent.” 
Tile resolution was the rout on put 
to a vote and defeated. 
T h e r e -alit 
was due to 
a combination of opposi­ 
tion influences. 
The vote was more 
expressive of personal antagonism to 
the ministry 
th an of opposition 
to 
church inventories. 
Having returned from p resentin g to 
President Fallieres the resignation of 
the 
ministry, M. 
Rouvier was 
su r­ 
rounded in the lobbies of tho cham ber 
of deputies by groups of m e m b e rs who 
expressed their regret at his aban d o n ­ 
ment of office. 
M. Rouvier displayed not th e slight­ 
est emotion. 
Ile, ay it*-* lo one of his 
followers, he rem arked: 
“I regal d it as a point of honor to 
fulfill the task I had undertaken. The 
cham ber's vote has relieved me of a 
L ’.rden the weight of which had b e ­ 
gun to m ak e itself felt. 
I do not re­ 
gret it.’ 
Responding to the declaration of an­ 
other deputy that he might have car­ 
ried 
opiuoin with 
him, M. 
Rouvier 
s a i d : 
“I should have received 330 votes 
had I declared for more vigorous ac­ 
tion, but the sentim ent of the c h a m ­ 
ber vias against the c a b in et’s rem ain ­ 
ing in office 
until election 
and this 
struggle would have begun again to­ 
nic! row. 
ft is better to finish it.” 
The meeting of the m e m b e rs of the 
cabinet at the foreign 
office lasted 
half an hour. 
After exchanging views 
with reference to church inventories 
it was decided to suspend operations 
in th a t regard until a new cabinet has 
been appointed.

Distributed Among Delegates to Mo­ 
roccan Conference. 
AI geciras, 
March S.—The 
French 
police project was distribute I late In 
the evening among the delegates to 
the conference on .Moroccan reforms. 
Tho proposition, which 
will be pre­ 
sented to the conference during the 
day, consists of five paragraphs, the 
substance of which is as follows: 
The Moroccan police to ii" consti­ 
tuted for Fin ■ year-', 
composed of 
Moorish Mussulmans commanded by 
sixteen French and Spanish officers 
and thirty-two noncommissioned offi­ 
cers, 
rile force to consist of 2,OMO to 
2,500 men distributed among tile eight 
ports in bodies of from 200 to 500. The 
slate bank to advance funds for the 
administration and for tho paym ent 
of tin force. 
No mention is m a l e of international 
supervision and the project therefore 
is practically the same as outlined in 
M. Reveal's d<-elal at Ion on Monday. 
Tile result of the coming d a y ’s ses­ 
sion of the conference is awaited with 
intense interest. 
Reports of the prob­ 
ability of an agreement are circulated 
on all sides. 
Conciliation certainly is 
in the air and continued efforts in that 
direction are going on, hut a tangible 
basis for a possible arrau gem* ut c a n ­ 
not be learned. The German delegates 
do not display any 
outward sign of 
making 
advances, 
while 
F r a n c e ’s 
latest u tteran ce 
is indisputably op­ 
posed 
to further 
concessions. 
The 
neutral delegates are optimistic about 
an agreem ent 
at the last 
moment. 
The report th a t Austria will present 
a project with the object of effecting 
an a rra n g e m en t acceptable to both 
France and Germany is current, but 
impartial delegates are looking ra th e r 
to Berlin or Paris for signs of a com­ 
promise.

New York, March 8.—T h e trustees 
of the New York Life Insurance com­ 
pany held a special meeting during 
the day and completed plans for the 
appearance of representatives of the 
company at the legislative hearing at 
Albany this week. 
This m a tt e r disposed of. the trustees 
entered into a discussion of what the 
company should do, now that Amli w 
Ham ilton lias returned. 
It was agreed 
that the Fowler investigation c o m m it­ 
tee should take whatever action in re­ 
gard to Hamilton was deemed neces­ 
sary in the interests of the company. 
Jo h n C. McCall, 
secretary of the 
New 
Fork Life, was present at the 
meeting. 
H e is the only officer of the 
company who has seen Hamilton since 
his return from Europe 
It can be stated authoritatively that 
Hamilton h a s no present intention of 
squealing upon the legislators at Al­ 
bany 
and at the 
capitals 
of other 
states who were the beneficiaries of 
the “ yellow dog" funds he disbursed. 
His resolution to protect the m en who 
took money from him to prom ote and 
del eat insurance legislation is as firm 
as ever. 
This determination may be 
dissipated, however, when the Fowler 
investigating committee tak es hold of 
the form er legislative agent. 
It is the purpose of the com m ittee lo 
m ak e plain To him that no accounting 
of the $1,347,000 given to him by the 
New York Life 
will be accepted or 
recognized unless lie shows specifical­ 
ly these things: 
First— T h e nam es of the persons to 
whom he paid money. 
Second— The amount paid lo each 
person and the date of payment. 
T h ird — The 
specific 
purpose 
for 
which every payment was made. 
Suits m ay he brought to recover the 
m oney paid out by Hamilton.

W ashington, March 8.—T h e issues 
Involved iii tho railroad ra te contro- 
‘•ers> were squarely presented b* the 
♦enate during the day in th e speech 
of Senator {’lapp and by resultant re­ 
m arks from Senators Dailey and Till­ 
man, who a re supposed to represent 
the views of th e Democrats. 
T h e lat­ 
ter discussion 
of these 
speeches de­ 
veloped a new phase of the situation. 
Senators Aldrich, Forager, C rane and 
other Republicans who are seeking to 
amend the bf!l so as to provide for a 
judicial review, rook the position that 
the discussion dem onstrated that the 
friends of th e measure are divided 
and that 
th e Hill should 
not lie ac ­ 
cepted In its present form. 
T h ey said 
they were encouraged in th e ir stand 
and declared that when 
th e bill is 
brought to a vote they will have sup­ 
porters enough to adopt the court re 
view 
feature. 
Senator 
Aldrich 
de­ 
clared : 
‘‘Of this much 
I am certain. 
We 
have our end of the 
schooner firmly 
anchored and if we go down it will he 
with flying colors.” 
Senator Dailey took 
the position 
that 
an 
order 
of the 
commission 
should continue in effect pending final 
decision by tile supreme court of the 
United States and that congress could 
limit e n j o y m e n t powers of courts oth­ 
er than those of the suprem e court. 


Desire an Amendment. 


Senators Bailey 
and Tillman 
an ­ 
nounced th a t they will hold out for 
an a m endm ent not intended to inter­ 
fere with 
tile operation 
of th e rate 
making powers that the hill confers 
on the commission, but wdiich would 
save to railroads all the court rights 
tv hic Ii they possess 
u nder existing 
statutes. 
It is known 
th at Senator 
Bailey has prepared an am endm ent, 
which will Le offered by som e m em ber 
of the com m ittee on in te rsta te com­ 
merce. 
This is taken as a n effort to 
m ake It a committee am endm ent. 
Tin* friends of the court review fen 
turo have again determ ined to await 
the decision of the Democrats before 
offering an 
am endm ent 
themselves. 
They 
express the 
belief than 
an 
am endm ent from the Democratic side 
would be m ore effective. 
O pponents of the court review fea­ 
ture have 
prepared tin 
am endm ent 
which has not yet been subm itted and 
possibibly may'’never be. 
It provides 
for a limited review' and its support­ 
ers declare it represents the extreme 
limits of any concessions the presi­ 
dent would make to the faction seek­ 
ing to amend the hill. 
In any event it is believed that an 
agreement or a d e c i s i o n to disagree is 
n earer than it has been at any time 
since the bill was reported.

Much 
curiosity and some anxiety is indulged 
in respecting the effect the chance 
will have on the Algeciras conference 
and it is feared th a t fresh complica­ 
tions will follow or th a t th e re will be 
a period of uncertainty and delay.

Mr. Clapp in support of th e bill. 
In re 
ply to a question by Mr. Tillman, Mi 
Clapp expressed doubt as to the power 
so to legislate as to enforce penalties 
proposed by the bill pending a review 
of any given findings by the courts 
Mr. Tillman 
and Mr. 
Bailey took 
sharp Issue with this statem ent.

former expressed the opinion that the 
issue is a vital one and declared that 
if an order of the commission is not 
m aintained until a final judicial settle 
meat in a case is reached, it will la 
necessary to reform the courts.
